ORGANIZATION. 


LOCATION 


Davidson  College  is  in  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, on  the  Atlantic,  Tennessee  and  Ohio  Railroad,  twenty-two 
miles  north  of  Charlotte,  and  twenty-two  miles  south  of  States- 
ville.  The  site  of  the  College  and  the  adjacent  village  is  remark- 
ably healthy,  being  free  from  malaria  and  other  causes  of  sickness. 
Few  places  are  so  free  from  temptations  to  vice  and  extravagance. 
The  situation  of  the  College  is  remote  from  towns  and  large  vil- 
lages. By  a  law  of  the  State,  no  intoxicating  liquors  are  allowed 
to  be  sold  within  three  miles  of  the  place. 

The  College  was  founded  in  1837,  and  has  continued  in  opera- 
tion, without  any  suspension,  since  it  was  first  opened.  All  the 
Presbyteries  in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Florida  are  represented  in  its  Board  of  Trustees. 


ADMISSION. 

AGE. — The  earliest  age  at  which,  in  general,  it  will  be  advan- 
tageous to  enter  College,  is  at  the  completion  of  the  fifteenth 
year.  The  Faculty  is  authorized  to  matriculate  a  student  at  an 
earlier  age,  provided  sufficient  reasons  exist. 

TESTIMONIALS. — Every  applicant  for  matriculation  must  submit 
to  the  President  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character, 
and,  if  from  an  Academy  or  College,  a  certificate  of  dismission 
in  good  standing. 
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EXAMINATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. — The  examinations  for  admission 
arc  both  oral  and  in  writing.  They  are  held  on  Monday  and 
Tuesdav  before  Commencement  Day,  and  also  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  before  the  opening  of  the  session.  All  applicants 
are  requested  to  present  themselves  on  these  days. 

Students  may  be  admitted,  at  any  time  during  the  year,  to  any 
class  for  which  they  are  prepared.  But  it  is  desirable  that  they 
enter  at  the  opening  of  a  term,  or,  if  possible,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Academic  Year. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. — Candidates  for  advanced  standing  will  be 
examined  in  all  the  studies  gone  over  by  the  class  which  they 
propose  to  enter. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


Two  regular  Courses  of  Study  are  offered : 

I.— THE  CLASSICAL  COURSE—  embracing  the  studies  of  the  ordi- 
nary curriculum. 

II.— THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE—  designed  for  such  as  wish  to  pursue 
English  and  Scientific  studies,  to  the  exclusion  of  Classical. 

ECLECTIC  CO UR SE.—  Persons  who  do  not  wish  to  complete  either 
of  the  regular  courses  are  permitted,  provided  they  have  the 
requisite  cpialifications,  to  select  particular  branches  of  study  and 
to  recite  with  the  College  classes,  the  number  of  their  studies 
being  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  Certificates  of 
subjects  studied  and  of  attainments  made  will  be  given,  if  desired, 
to  such  as  have  satisfactorily  pursued  special  studies. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSE.—  The  degree  of  A.  M.  will  hereafter  be 
conferred  on  those  only  who  have  pursued  a  prescribed  course  of 
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study  and  stood  an  approved  examination.  The  Post-Graduate 
course  is  designed  for  those  who  wish  to  obtain  this  degree.  It 
is  open  to  the  graduates  of  all  regular  colleges.  No  tuition  fees 
are  charged. 


CLASSICAL  COURSE. 


The  Classical  Course  occupies  four  years.  Those  who 
satisfactorily  complete  this  course  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

REQUISITES  OF  ADMISSION.— Candidates  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class  are  examined  in  the  following  subjects,  for  which, 
however,  an  equivalent  will  be  accepted: 

Mathematics. — Arithmetic;  Algebra — through  Radicals  to  Equations  of  the 
Second  Degree. 

Latin. — Gildersleeve's  Latin  Primer  and  Latin  Reader;  Gildersleeve's  Latin 
Grammar;  Cicero's  Orations  against  Catiline. 

Greek.— Goodwin's  Grammar  ;  Goodwin's  Reader  (the  part  comprising  the 
first  and  second  books  of  the  Anabasis) ;  "White's  First  Lessons  in  Greek. 

English. — Grammar;  Modern  Geography. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO   THOSE  PREPARING  FOR  COLLEGE. 

To  those  who  are  preparing  for  college,  it  is  recommended  to 
confine  themselves  to  the  subjects  given  above,  and  to  master 
them  thoroughly.  Nothing  is  gained  by  attempting  to  anticipate 
the  studies  of  the  class  which  the  pupil  purposes  to  enter. 

In  the  Ancient  Languages,  the  indispensable  requisite  is  an 
accurate  acquaintance  with  the  forms;  i.  e.  with  the  declensions 
of  nouns  and  adjectives,  and  the  conjugation  of  verbs,  both  regu- 
lar and  irregular.  If  these  are  not  acquired  at  the  beginning  of 
the  course,  the  defect  is  seldom  remedied.  It  is  our  experience 
that  those  who  have  been  carefully  drilled  on  the  forms  make 
sure  and  rapid  progress,  and   reflect  honor  on   the  schools  from 
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which  they  come,  whilst  those  who  are  deficient  in  them  fre- 
quently become  discouraged. 

In  addition,  an  acquaintance  with  the  more  elementary  princi- 
ples of  Syntax  is  necessary.  The  minutiae  should  be  reserved  for 
the  college  course. 

An  extensive  course  of  reading  is  not  recommended,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  is  discouraged.  Enough  should  be  read  to  apply 
the  principles  of  the  Grammar,  to  furnish  a  vocabulary,  and  to 
train  the  pupil  in  the  art  of  translation.  But  a  superficial, 
slovenly  reading  of  large  portions  of  Latin  and  Greek  has  always 
been  found  to  be  injurious  to  sound  habits  of  study  and  a  hin- 
drance to  the  acquisition  of  the  languages.  It  is  most  earnestly 
recommended  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  usually 
devoted  to  translating  into  English  be  employed  in  exercises  in 
writing  Latin  and  Greek. 

REQUIRED  AND  ELECTIVE  STUDIES.— AM  the  studies  of  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  Classes  are  obligatory. 

In  the  Junior  Class  Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics  are  elective. 
Every  regular  member  of  the  class  must  choose  one  of  the  three. 
The  studies  of  the  Senior  Class  are  given  in  the  scheme  of  studies 
on  pages  21,  22,  and  24.  The  members  of  the  class  are  required 
to  select  four  of  the  subjects  there  named. 

The  election  is  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year, 
and  no  change  of  studies  is  allowed  after  the  work  of  the  class 
has  begun. 

RECITATIONS. — The  scheme  of  recitations  is  arranged  so  as  to 
enable  a  student  to  recite  with  the  classes  of  two  consecutive 
years — i.  e.  he  can  recite  with  both  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
Classes;  or  with  the  Sophomore  and  Junior;  or  with  the  Junior 
and  Senior.

LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 


PROF.  SAMPSON. 

The  course  in  Latin  extends  through  four  years.  In  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes,  the  study  of  this  language  is 
required ;  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes,  it  is  elective. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Freshman  Class  is  occupied  with 
the  study  of  Curtius  de  Gestis  Alexandri  Magni,  and  Gilder- 
sleeve's  Grammar  through  Section  191.  In  the  second  term, 
Curtius  is  continued  for  three  months.  The  remainder  of  the 
session  is  devoted  to  Cicero  de  Senectute.  The  Grammar  is 
studied  as  far  as  Section  474.  Roman  History  is  studied  during 
both  terms.     The  class  recites  five  times  a  week. 

Text-Books: — Curtius  (Zumpt);  Cicero  de  Senectute  (Kelsey);  Gilder- 
sleeve's  Latin  Grammar  and  Exercise-Book  ;  Leighton's  History  of  Rome. 
Ginn  and  Heath's  Classical  Atlas.  Andrew's  Latin  Dictionary.  Smith's  or 
Riddle  and  Arnold's  English-Latin  Lexicon. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Sophomore  Class  reads  Cicero's 
Oration  de  Imperio  Cn.  Pompeii  or  pro.  Milone.  A  rapid  review 
of  the  case  relations  is  made,  and  the  study  of  the  Grammar 
continued.  During  the  second  term,  Horace  is  read,  and  attention 
is  given  to  Metre.     The  class  recites  three  times  a  week. 

Text- Books: — Cicero's  Orations  (Allen  &  Greenough);  Horace  (Chase  and 
Stuart);  Gildersleeve's  Latin  Grammar  and  Exercise-Book. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Junior  Class  is  engaged  on  the  His- 
tories of  Livy,  and  reviews  some  of  the  more  difficult  jmrts  of 
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the  Grammar.     During  the  second  term',  Tacitas's  Germania  and 

one  of  the  plays  of  Terence  are  read,  and  the  History  of  Roman 
Literature  is  studied.      There  are  three  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books: — Livy  (Chase  and  Stuart);  Tacitas's  Germania  (Church  and 
Brodribb) ;  Terence  (Chase  and  Stuart);  Gildersleeve's  Latin  Grammar; 
Bender's  Roman  Literature. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  work  of  this  class  consists  of: 

1.  Readings  and  explanations  of  parts  of  Horace,  Juvenal, 
Tacitus,  and  Plautus; 

2.  Exercises  in  Latin  Prose; 

3.  The  Study  of  Roman  Antiquities; 

4.  Written  Examinations — partly  on  the  books  read  in  the 
class,  partly  on  portions  of  authors  prescribed  for  voluntary 
reading.     The  class  has  three  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books: — Horace's  Satires  (Chase  and  Stuart);  Juvenal  (Macleane) ; 
Tacitus's  Annals;  Plautus;  Potts's  Hints  towards  Latin  Prose  Composition  ; 
Ramsay's  Manual  of  Roman  Antiquities. 

Throughout  the  course  great  emphasis  is  laid  on  writing  Latin. 
Blackboard  exercises  constitute  a  prominent  feature  in  the  method 
of  instruction,  and  for  this  purpose  Gildersleeve's  Exercise-Book 
is  chiefly  used  pari  passu  with  the  study  of  the  Grammar. 
Original  connected  exercises  are  given  out  weekly  to  the  Fresh- 
man, Sophomore,  and  Junior  Classes,  and  one  hour  of  the  week 
with  each  class  is  devoted  to  discussing  the  principles  involved  in 
the  exercise  which  has  been  corrected  and  returned.  The  correct 
form  is  written  on  the  board,  and  the  class  is  required  to  take  it 
down  for  future  review.  The  exercises  in  the  examinations  at 
the  close  of  each  term  are  original,  and,  calling  into  vigorous 
action  the  powers  of  the  student,  require  him  to  give  evidence  of 
his  practical  acquaintance  with  the  subjects  that  have  been  taught. 
It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  department  to  make  the  students 
thorough  and  systematic  in  their  attainments,  and  to  insure  a  solid 
foundation  for  future  acquirements. 
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THE  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 


PROF.  LATIMER. 

The  course  in  Greek  extends  over  four  years.  In  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  Classes,  the  study  is  compulsory.  The 
Junior  and  Senior  courses  are  optional.  The  Junior  course  mav 
be  elected  by  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes;  the 
Senior,  by  those  who  have  completed  the  Junior  course. 

An  exercise  in  translating  from  English  into  Greek  is  required 
of  each  class  every  week.  The  student's  work  is  carefully  revised, 
and  one  hour  a  week  is  spent  with  each  class  in  discussing  the 
principles  of  syntax  involved  in  the  exercise  of  the  preceding 
week.  In  addition  to  these  weekly  exercises,  there  are  frequent 
blackboard  exercises  devoted  in  great  measure  to  the  translation 
of  English  into  Greek  at  sight. 

There  are,  also,  in  all  the  classes,  exercises  every  week  in 
translating  Greek  into  English  from  dictation.  In  the  higher 
classes,  the  selections  are  made  from  authors  which  the  student 
has  not  read. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

The  Freshman  Class,  in  the  first  term,  reads  Xenophon,  and, 
in  the  second,  Lysias.  Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  forms 
of  the  language.     There  are  four  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books: — Xenoplion's  Helleniea;  Lysias's  Orations;  Goodwin's  Greek 
Grammar  (second  edition);  White's  First  Lessons  in  Greek. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS. 

In  the  Sophomore  Class,  the  study  of  the  Grammar  is  con- 
tinued, the  student  being  chiefly  employed  with  the  syntax.  The 
authors  read  are,  first  term,  Herodotus,  and,  second  term,  Homer. 
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The  class  recites  four  times  a  week,  one  recitation  being  given  t<> 
the  History  of  Greece. 

Text-Books: — Selections  from  Greek  Historians  (Fernald) ;  Homer's  Odyssey ; 
Goodwin's  Greek  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses;  Epochs  of 
Ancient  History  ;  Kiepert's  Atlas  Antiquus. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

In  the  Junior  Class,  the  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Demosthenes  or  Plato;  in  the  second,  Euripides  and  Sophocles 
are  read,  one  play  from  each.  During  this  year,  the  Metres  are 
carefully  taught.     The  class  recites  three  times  a  week. 

Text-Booh  and  Books  of  Reference: — Demosthenes  on  the  Crown  (D'Ooge)  ; 
Plato's  Gorgias  or  Protagoras;  Sophocles  (Schneidewin  I  ;  Euripides;  Good- 
win's Greek  Moods  and  Tenses. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  authors  read  during  this  year  are  Thucydides  or  Aristotle 
and  Aeschylus  or  Aristophanes.  In  addition  to  the  portions  of 
Greek  read  in  the  class-room,  a  course  of  parallel  reading  is  pre- 
scribed; and  the  passages  set  for  examinations  are  selected,  in 
part,  from  the  author  or  authors  thus  assigned.  The  study  of 
the  History  of  Greek  Literature  belongs  to  this  year.  The  class 
has  three  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books   and    Books   of   Reference: — Thucydides    (Classen);    Aristotle's 
Nichomachean    Ethics;    Aeschylus;    Aristophanes;     Krueger's   Griechische 
•  Sprachlehre;  Schmidt's  Rhythmic  and  Metric;    Mahaffy's  History  of  Classi- 
cal Greek  Literature.     The  Lexicon   recommended   to  all  classes  is  Liddell 
and  Scott's  I  seventh  edition). 

Xote. — The  Professor  in  charge  of  this  department  would 
respectfully  urge  upon  teachers  preparing  students  for  this  insti- 
tution the  necessity  of  thorough  drill  in  the  forms  of  the  Greek 
language.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  this  study  should  have  learned  to  write  the  forms,  as 
well  as  to  recite  them  memoriter. 
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MATHEMATICS. 


PROF.  CARSON. 

This  course  extends  over  four  years,  Mathematics  being  a 
required  study  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  and  elec- 
tive in  the  Junior  and  Senior.  Much  stress  is  laid  on  the  solution 
of  original  problems  involving  the  application  of  the  principles 
taught.  The  aim  of  the  field  work,  as  taught  in  the  regular 
course,  is  to  qualify  the  students  to  solve  the  ordinary  problems 
of  Surveying,  Drainage,  and  Irrigation.  The  Class  in  Survey- 
ing, attendance  on  which  is  optional,  gives  an  opportunity  to  those 
who  desire  it  to  take  an  extended  course  in  that  branch  of  study. 
The  department  is  well  supplied  with  the  most  approved  engi- 
neering instruments. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

The  Freshman  Class  recites  five  times  a  week.  The  subjects 
taught  are: — Algebra;  Plane  Geometry.  Applicants  for  admis- 
sion to  this  class  must  be  well  grounded  in  Algebra  as  far  as 
Equations  of  the  Second  Degree.  Some  knowledge  of  Geometry 
will  also  be  found  advantageous.

SOPHOMORE  CLASS. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recites  five  times  a  week.  The  subjects 
taught  are: — Solid  Geometry;  Plane  Trigonometry;  Spherical 
Trigonometry;  Algebra  (completed);  Theory  of  Numbers;  Pro- 
bability; Elements  of  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

The  class  is  also  employed  once  or  twice  a  week  in  the  afternoon 
during  a  part  of  the  session  in  Surveying,  Parting  off  Land, 
Levelling,  Drawing  Profiles  and  Plots,  Calculating  Areas. 
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Text-Books: — Wentworlh's  Geometry;  Peirce's  Mathematical  Tables;  Tod- 
hunter's Plane  Trigonometry;  Todhunter's  Spherical  Trigonometry;  Lectures. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

fhe  Junior  Class  (elective)'  recites  three  times  a  week.  The 
subjects  taught  are: — Analytical  Geometry  of  two  Dimensions; 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 

Text- Books: — Puckle's  Conic  Sections;  Byerly's  Differential  Calculus;  Pro- 
fessor's Xotes. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  (elective)  recites  three  times  a  week.  The 
subjects  taught  are: — Analytical  Geometry  of  Three  Dimensions; 
Differential  Calculus;  Integral  Calculus. 

Text-Books: — Venable's  Notes  on  Solid  Geometry;  Todhunter's  Differential 
Calculus;  Todhunter's  Integral  Calculus. 

CLASS  IN  SURVEYING. 

The  Class  in  Surveying  (optional)  meets  for  recitation  or  field 
practice  twice  a  week  in  the  afternoon.  The  subjects  taught  are: 
General  Theory  and  Practice  of  Laud,  Topographical,  and 
Geodetical  Surveying;  Determination  of  Heights  and  Distances; 
Levelling;  Drainage;  Irrigation;  Location  and  Laying  out  of 
AYorks,  such  as  Roads,  Canals,  &c. ;  Drawing  Maps,  Profiles,  and 
Cross-sections;  Calculation  of  Quantities  of  Earthwork  and 
Masonry. 

Text-Books: — Davies's  Surveying;  Lectures. 
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MODERN  LANGUAGES. 


Instruction  is  given  in  French  and  German  in  the  Sophomore 
year.  The  course  consists  of  the  grammatical  study  of  the  lan- 
guages, with  exercises  in  composition  and  translation,  aud  is  con- 
fined to  one  year.  There  are  three  recitations  a  week  in  each 
language. 

FRENCH. 

PROF.  SAMPSON. 

The  same  methods  are  used  as  in  the  teaching  of  the  Latin. 
The  endeavor  is  made  to  show  the  close  connection  of  the  French 
with  the  parent  language,  and  to  enable  the  student  to  under- 
stand the  language  accurately  as  far  as  he  goes.

Whitney's  Dictionary  is  recommended. 
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CHEMISTRY,  GEOLOGY  AND  NATURAL  HISTORY. 


PROF.  MARTIN. 

In  this  department  there  are  two  classes  in  Chemistry,  and  one 
in  Geology  and  Natural  History. 

In  all  these  classes  it  is  a  prime  object  to  make  the  work  prac- 
tical. A  fine  stock  of  Apparatus,  Chemicals,  Crystal  Models, 
Minerals,  Rocks,  and  Fossils  affords  abundant  means  of  illustra- 
tion, and  no  pains  is  spared  to  give  the  student  an  experimental 
knowledge  of  the  phenomena  and  the  objects  included  in  the 
course,  as  well  as  a  clear  apprehension  of  the  teachings  of  the 
text. 

General  Chemistry  is  taught  to  the  Juniors  in  the  Classi- 
cal Course  and  to  the  Sophomores  in  the  Scientific  Course.  Great 
attention  is  paid  to  the  drill  of  this  class.  The  text  is  illustrated 
by  experiments  and  by  the  working  of  problems,  and  persistent 
effort  is  made  to  secure  familiarity  with  the  principles  of  the 
science.     There  are  four  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Book : — Wurtz's  Elements  of  Modern  Chemistry. 

Analytical  Chemistry  is  taught  to  such  Seniors  in  both 
the  Classical  and  Scientific  Courses  as  may  elect  it.  They  spend 
three  hours  a  day,  for  three  days  of  the  week,  in  the  Laboratory, 
in  learning  to  make  qualitative  analyses  of  Minerals,  Chemicals, 
Medicines,  Poisons,  AVaters,  Soils,  etc.  "With  fair  industry  a 
student  may  acquire  in  this  time  sufficient  skill  and  experience 
to  enable  him  to  undertake  successfully  any  ordinary  analysis. 

Text-Book : — Fresenins's  Manual  (Johnson's  Edition). 
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Geology  and  Natural  History.  This  class  comprises 
such  of  the  Juniors  in  the  Scientific  Course,  and  of  the  Seniors 
in  the  Classical  Course  as  may  elect  it,  and  meets  three  times  a 
week. 

The  work  in  Natural  History  is  arranged  with  express  refer- 
ence to  its  bearing  upon  the  course  in  Geology.  The  first  term 
is  occupied  with  Mineralogy  and  Lithology,  which  is  treated 
about  as  fully  as  if  it  were  an  independent  study.  The  members 
of  the  class  have  access  at  all  times  to  the  models,  minerals,  and 
rocks,  and  are  industriously  drilled  upon  them,  so  that  by  the 
end  of  the  term  they  ought  to  be  familiarly  acquainted  with  them. 
The  specimens  upon  which  they  are  examined  are  such  as  they 
have  not  seen  before. 

A  short  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  is  devoted 
to  a  rapid  sketch  of  the  Classification  of  Plants  and  Animals, 
sufficient  to  make  the  Paleontology  intelligible,  and  the  remain- 
der is  spent  on  the  Geology.  The  characteristic  Fossils  of  each 
Formation  are  put  out  as  they  are  reached  in  the  text,  and  the 
same  pains  taken  to  secure  familiarity  with  them  as  with  the 
minerals. 

Text-Books:- — Dana's  Manual  of  Mineralogy  and  Lithology  ;  Le  Conte's 
Elements  of  Geology. 
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NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  ASTRONOMY. 


PROF.  BLAKE. 

The  subjects  of  this  department  are  studied  during  the  Junior 

and  Senior  years. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

The  Juniors  have  four  recitations  a  week.  They  begin  with 
the  fundamental .  properties  of  matter,  and  its  relations  to  force 
and  motion.  The  first  term  is  devoted  chiefly  to  the  Mechanics 
of  Solids.  All  the  leading  principles  of  this  subject  are  illus- 
trated by  lectures  and  solutions  of  problems.  During  the  second 
term,  an  experimental  course  in  General  Physics  is  pursued,  in 
which  the  specific  properties  of  liquids  and  gases,  and  the  phe- 
nomena of  light,  heat,'  electricity,  and  magnetism  are  carefully 
explained.  Lectures  are  also  given  this  term  on  the  Mechanics 
of  Liquids  and  Gases. 

Text-Books: — Ganot's  Physics  (Atkinson's  Edition);  Peck's  Mechanics. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  recites  three  times  a  week  in  Astronomy. 
The  subject  is  discussed  from  both  the  mathematical  and  physi- 
cal point  of  view,  and  its  practical  applications  are  illustrated  by 
the  use  of  the  telescope  and  sextant.  In  addition,  a  course  of 
lectures  is  given  on  the  History  of  Astronomy  and  its  relations 
to  other  Sciences. 

Text-Book :  —  Loomis's  Treatise. 

Written  reviews  of  all  the  subjects  discussed  in  this  depart- 
ment are  frequently  required  from  the  students;  and  in  the 
higher  parts  of  the  course  special  attention  is  given  to  those 
generalizations  which  illustrate  the  harmony  and  unity  of  Nature. 

The  College  is  well  supplied  with  standard  instruments  for 
illustration. 
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MENTAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 


PROF.  HEPBURN. 

The  studies  of  this  department  begin  with  the  Junior  year  and 
continue  to  the  close  of  the  Senior. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

The  Junior  Class  studies  English  History,  Logic,  and  Rhetoric. 
The  method  of  instruction  is  by  text-books  and  lectures,  with 
exercises  in  logical  analysis  and  English  composition.  The  class 
recites  three  times  a  week 

Text-Books: — Green's  History  of  the  English  People;  Jevons's  Logic  ;  Hep- 
burn's Rhetoric. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  studies : 

I.  Psychology  and  Ethics.     Three  recitations  a  week. 

II.  Political  Economy  and  English  Literature  (comprising  the 
History  of  English  Literature,  lectures  on  the  laws  and  forms  of 
Poetry,  the  reading  of  selections  from  classical  English  writers, 
original  essays  and  speeches).     Three  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books: — Hamilton's  Metaphysics;  Hopkins's  Moral  Science;  Butler's 
Sermons;  Faweett's  Political  Economy;  Arnold's  Manual  of  English  Litera- 
ture; Shakespeare. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

The  Academic  Year  extends  from  the  second  Thursday  in 
September  to  the  third  Thursday  in  June.  It  is  divided  by  a 
short  recess,  which  includes  Christmas  day,  into  two  terms. 

The  first  term  begins  on  the  second  Thursday  of  September, 
and  ends  a  few  days  before  Christmas. 

The  second  term  begins  soon  after  Christmas  and  ends  on  Com- 
mencement Day. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  third  Thursday 
of  June. 

The  Summer  Vacation  is  from  Commencement  day  until 
the  second  Thursday  in  September. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Rigid  and  comprehensive  examinations  form  an  important  part 
of  the  exercises  of  the  College.  In  addition  to  the  daily  oral 
and  occasional  private  examinations  (oral  or  written),  mostly  for 
the  purpose  of  review,  there  are  two  general  examinations  of  all 
the  classes  every  year,  viz.: 

1.  The  Intermediate,  at  the  close  of  the  first  term,  on  the 
studies  of  the  term. 

2.  The  Final,  at  the  close  of  the  second  term,  on  the  studies 
of  the  entire  year. 

Both  are  conducted  in  writing,  and  have  an  important  bearing 
on  the  standi  112;  of  the  student  in  his  class. 
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REPORTS. 

Reports  of  scholarship,  deportment,  and  absences. are  sent  to 
parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  each  term.  Reports  of 
deportment  and  absences  will  also  be  sent  regularly  during  the 
currency  of  the  session.  The  design  of  these  reports  is  to  give 
as  full  information  as  possible  of  the  conduct  and  progress  of  the 
student,  and  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians 
with  the  Faculty  in  its  efforts  to  promote  greater  diligence  in 
study  and  more  regularity  in  attendance  upon  college  duties. 
The  contents  of  these  reports  should  be  communicated  promptly 
to  the  student. 

PRIZES. 

The  following  prizes  are  offered: 

1.  The  Rockwell  Medal,  given  by  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Rock- 
well, to  the  regular  member  of  the  Sophomore  Class  who  stands 
the  best  special  examination  in  Latin. 

2.  The  Wiley  Medal,  given  by  S.  H.  Wiley,  Esq.,  to  the 
student  who  stands  the  best  special  examination  in  Mathematics. 

3.  The  Holt  Medal,  given  by  Colonel  T.  M.  Holt,  to  the 
student  who  stands  the  best  special  examination  in  Greek. 

4.  The  Fowle  Medal,  given  by  Hon.  D.  G.  Fowle,  to  the 
representative  of  the  Literary  Societies  on  their  anniversary  who 
delivers  the  best  original  speech.  Competitors  for  this  Medal 
must  be  members  of  the  Junior  Class.  The  decision  on  the  com- 
parative merits  of  the  speeches  is  made  by  a  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  names  of  the  successful  competitors  for  the  several  prizes 
are  announced,  and  the  prizes  publicly  awarded  on  Commence- 
ment Dav. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

All  the  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  daily  morning 
prayers  in  the  Chapel,  aud  to  attend  public  worship  in  the  Chapel 
on  Sunday  morning. 

The  Williams  Association  of  Inquiry  and  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  both  conducted  by  the  students, 
are  designed  to  assist  in  benevolent  and  religious  labors  at  and 
around  the  College,  and  to  promote  among  the  students  an  interest 
in  the  various  forms  of  Christian  enterprise. 

LIBRARIES  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Libraries  of  the  College  and  of  the  Literary  Societies 
contain,  in  the  aggregate,  about  nine  thousand  volumes. 

The  Cabinets  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  and  the  apparatus 
for  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  and  Physics,  are  valuable  and  suffi- 
cient for  thorough  instruction  in  these  sciences. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College — 
the  Philanthropic  and  the  Eoienean.  Each  has  a  commo- 
dious and  handsomely  furnished  hall  and  a  well-selected  library. 
Both  are  well  conducted,  and  afford  opportunities  for  exercise  in 
debate,  composition,  and  public  speaking. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  alumni,  honorary,  and  acting  mem- 
bers of  each  society  is  held  on  Tuesday  before  Commencement 
Day,  at  8  p.  m.  The  public  exhibition  of  both  societies  takes 
place  on  Wednesday  before  Commencement  Day,  at  8  p.  m. 

In  each  society  prizes  are  annually  awarded  for  eminent  ability 
in  rhetorical  and  literary  exercises.

EXPENSES. 

The  ordinary  expenses  are : 

College  Bills. — All  College  bills  are  payable  in  advance,  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term.

In  addition  to  the  above,  each  student  is  required  to  deposit, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  college  year,  two  dollars,  as  a  fund  to  pay 
for  damages  by  the  student  to  the  buildings,  etc.  So  much  of 
this  money  as  has  not  been  used  for  repairs  is  refunded  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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Rooms. — Students  are  required  to  room  in  the  College  build- 
ings. The  College  provides  for  the  care  of  the  rooms,  the  students 
find  their  own  beds  and  furniture.  All  articles  of  furniture,  etc., 
that  may  he  needed  can  he  purchased  in  the  village  at  reasonable 
rates. 

Board. — Board  is  obtained  in  private  families  at  prices  rang- 
ing from  eight  to  twelve  and  a  half  dollars  a  month.  Students 
can  board  in  clubs  at  from  six  to  seven  dollars  a  month.  There 
is  no  Commons'  Hall  at  which  students  are  required  to  board. 

Fuel,  etc. — Wood  costs  one  dollar  and  a  half  a  cord;  lights 
cost  about  three  dollars  er  annum  ;  washing-  costs  from  one  dol- 
lar to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  mouth. 

Books. — All  the  text-books  used  in  any  department  can  be 
obtained  from  the  College  Agent,  at  the  publishers'  retail  prices. 

Total  Expenses. — The  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire 
year  (exclusive  of  clothing,  travelling  expenses,  and  pocket  money) 
are  estimated  to  vary  from  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  The  Bursar  of  the  College  will  take  charge  of  money 
intended  for  any  student,  and  expend  it  according  to  the  direc- 
tion of  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Feee  Tuition. — Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  while  under  the 
care  of  some  Presbytery,  and  the  sons  of  Ministers  of  all  denomi- 
nations are  not  required  to  pay  for  tuition. 
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
